A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Mrs. Agnes Dieckman Found Dead 
in Bed, 


With Two Bullets in Her Head and Her 
Skull Crushed. 


Her Husband and a Farm Hand 
Arrested, 


On Suspicion of Having Commit- 
ted the Deed.

Bonhomme Township—The 
Inquest. 


Excitement in 


At 6 o’clock yesterday morning Mrs. Agnes 
Dieckman, wife of W.J. Dieckman, of Bo1- 
homme Township, St. Louis county, was dis3- 
covered dead in her bed chamber, 
with two bullet holes in her 
heed ard her foreh’ ad crushed 
in with some blunt instrument. Esquire Ra- 
vens was immediately notified, and repairing 
to the residence of Mr. Dieckmanu,at once sum- 
moned a jury of inquest to examine into the 
cause of tne lady’s death. A POST-DISPATCH 
reporter arrived on the scene shortly after- 
wards, and fromthe crowd of neighbors who 
had gatnered about the small, unpretentious 
cottage each and every one of wuom nad his 
or her theory of the horrible affair, a tolerable 
history ot the deed was obtained. 

At the above mentioned hour yesterday 
morning Fred. Schaeper ,Dieckinan’s brother- 
in-law, called at the laiter’s 
residence on some trivial errand, 
and found an old negro by the name of Bill 
Lyle atthe yard gate, unable to enter the 
premises on account of the vicious watch-dog 
that was lying nearthe door. Dieckman had 
started for this city with a calf between 4 and 
5 o’clock in the morning, and had sent 
the old colored Inan word to come 
over to his residence, get a cradle and cut 
down asmall field of grainforhim. The old 
man was thenin search of the cradle. Schue- 
fer quieted the dog and went into the yard just 
as Joe Stockley, an old man inthe einploy of 
Dieckman as a farin haud, cams up and 
asked what was wanted. Scharper 
then went into the house, accompaniel by 
Stockley, and the latter, walking to the bed- 
room, remarked that Aggie must be 

DEAD OR SICK, 
she was so still. Schaeper called his Sister, 
but receiving no answer opened the door, and 
inthe dim light saw her lying on the bed 


with her head ina ae Of COagulated blool. 
He called Stockley and the negro in, au‘ thea, 
diepatching the latter for Dc. Butler, made an 
examination of the bedy. Theie were two pis- 
tol shot wounds in her hea ae just bac« of 
and below tre right ear and the other in the 
ieft teimp'e. The forebe.d was aiso 
crushed in as if by plows from some heavy 
bludgeon, andthere were also finger prints 
about her throat. Lither ot the wounds would 
havé aecomplishbed death,and the mystery was, 
why was such yiolence resorted to? Oa Dr. 
Butier’s arrival he founda that he could 
be of no service and gave in his 
eanen that Mrs. Dieckman had recoived 

er death shots hous before, some time during 
the early part of the nicht. A messenger was 
dispatched tor ’Squire Ravens, but he miscon- 
strued the object of his errand and informed 
that worthy that Mrs. Dieckman was 
very sick. Mrs. Ravens then went 
over to the Dieckman place, whrre 
the mistake was instantly discovered ard tne 
Justice summoned in turn, who :et about get- 
ting togetner ajury to investi‘ate the Cause 
of her death. 

No one was suspicioned as yet as being im- 
plicated inthe matter, andthbereporter went 
into the dcath chamber. Several women 
and two farmers ct:tood guard at the 
door, which was ajar. Tue bed was 
a common one, and the 

BLOOD-STAINED FACE 
that lay on the piliow was a pretty one inthe 
uncertain light. The blood that had filtered 
through the mattress to the floor haa dried, 
and a swarm of flies had congregated und were 
holding high carnival. Death had evi- 
dently ‘come with scarcely a struggie, 
every appearance indicating that she bad been 
firet choked insensible, then shot, and her 
skull Just crushed in with seme heavy weapon. 

At this juncture the crowd out:ide made a 
discovely. Footsteps were found leading 
away from the houce towardsthe biuff. They 
were made by eituer a number scven or eivht 
heavy boot with heavy heel spikes, and one of 
tre neichbers remarked that they had been 
made by Dieckman and none other, ‘The ar- 
rival of ’Squire Ravers with a panel of jurors 
interrupted further comment, und after a mes- 
senger bad been started for the city to notily 
Dieckman of his wife’s murder 
the body was viewed by the following farmers 
comprising the jury: Lucius Bates, Michael 
Walters, George Huffmacter, B. F. Kinney, 
James Lamb and John Heller, and the invesii- 
gation was bezun. 

JOSEPH STOCKLEY, 

was the first witness examined, and made the 
following statement: 

@‘‘I don’t know much about this bere affair. 
I have been helping Dieckman with his work 
for some time and slept here last night. Abort 
4 o’clock this morniag, as near as 1 can jud~e, 
Dieckman cameinto my room and weke me 
up and said that 

HIS WIFE WAS NOT WELL 

and that he would get breakfast while 
I went out and fed the horses, as he wanted to 
take a calf to St. Louis and sell it. I weator~, 
tothe stable, and had everything fixe) 44+ 


there by the time he ca'led DW? to préakiact. 
He was not very hungry *ict drank some cof- 
fee, and ther, told me to zo 
over oid Bull Lyle and get 
him to .elp me cut some wheat that the reaper 
h®“n’t cut harvest day. I helped him put the 
calfin the wagon, and then he told me be‘ove 
Iwent to Lyle’s to go right over to Fred. 
Schaeper’s,bis brother-in-law, and te!l him to 
come over and get his calf that was 
here. I done 80; told Fred without 
going back intothe bouse. I then went over 
after Lyle, but did not find himandthen wert 
back to Dieckman’s, where 1 found both Lyle 
and Fred, Lyle bunting the cradle, Fred and! 
went into the house, and after asking where 
Agnes waA&g (that’s the dead 
WODAD) went to her 
room, ahd found her there as she is now. That 
isa'lI know about this thiv¢e. I was no:in 
the room of Mrs. Dieckinan; never was, and 
don’t krow how she was killed. I don’t think 
that Dieckman killed her, for if he had have 
done so he would have told me something 
about it, Iknow. 

At the conclusion ot Stockley’s.testimony he 
was arrested by Constable Mirch, and placed 
under guard to awa't further results. 

The second witness called was 


FRED. SCHAEPER, 
the brotber of the unfortunate woman. 
He bad received Dieckman’s message about 


his stock, and gone right over to the latter’s 
house. At the gate he bad found Lyle, the 
colored man in search of the scythe cradle, 
who was unable to enterithe yardon account 
of the watch dog. He quieted the dogand went 
into the premises as Stockley came uv. Stock- 
ley walked in at the north door of the house 
and remarked that something wastne matter 
with Mrs. Dieckman, as she had noé arisen. 
On an examination he found bis sister dead. 
Mr. Schaeper had no sarmises as to the perpe- 
trators of the crime. 
WILLIAM LYLE 

was the third and last witness examined, and 
his testimony but served to corroborate that of 


the two former. 

At the conclusion ot the 
tion the jury decided 
Mr. Dieckman on suspicion 
ing murdered his wife at some 
nour d4yring the night, and hold Stockley as 
an accomplice or accessorv to the deed. Then 
the question arose and was discussed pretty 
freely &'' tO what had become of Dieckman,and 
it he had not disposed of his team in 
the Gity and eft for some point 
of nidigg.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispaéch: 

Your paper of Thursday contained a letter 
from Mr. George Bingham which calis for 
some notice at my hands. 

To his vituperation, his abusive epithets, 
his imputing sinister motives, I have nec re- 
sponse to make, as I do not choose to follow 
him down into the mire of mere defamation. 
Mr. Bingham was treated courteously by me, 
which courtesy he has abused by crowning 
himself anew with the compliments tendered, 
and then traducing the person whose good 
opinion seems to have given him so much 


satisfaction. I shali leave him there to vibrate 
between a smirk and a slander. 

A vein of arrogance, clad in the semblance 
of virtue, characterizes his whole reply, and 
is conspicuous in the opening paragraph. 
Having made various charges concerning Gen. 
Ewing, he insists that the character of that 
gentleman shall be tested by those statements 
alone, and manifests both surprise and re- 
sentment that an¥ one should still entertain an 
independent opinion different from his own. 
It never occurs tohim that others may not 
believe his assertions, or may conceive him 
to be carried away by prejudice which blinds 
his perception, or may not attach the same 
importance he does to events which are pro- 
nounced by him decisive, or may have formed 
their own judgment trom a more. ex- 
tended observation of Gen. Ewing’s career in 
civil as well as military life. Disparagement 
such as Mr. Bingham indulges in is net to be 
accepted on the mere word of anyman. He 
talks of facts within his knowledge, but for 
all the public knows they may be mere 
fancies. And how this order, which 
is the one admitted fact in _ his 
premises, is to be interpreted,is the very mat- 
ter of controversy.

Those who within that time establish their 
loyalty to the satisfaction of tbe commanding 
officer of the militarv station nearest their 
present places of residence will receive from 
bim certificates, stating the fact of their loy- 
ality, and the name of the witnesses by whom 
itcan be shown. Ali who receive such certiti- 
cates will be permitted to remove to any mili- 
tary station in this district, or to any part of 
the State of Kansas, except the counties on the 
eastern border of the State. Ali others shall 
remove out of this district. Officers, compan- 
ies und detachments serving in the counties 
named will see that this paragraphis promptly 
obeyed. 

Il. Allgrainand hay in the field or under 
shelter, in the district from which the inhabi- 
tants are required to remove, within reach of 
military stations, after the 9th day of Septem- 
ber next, will be taken to such station and 
turned overto the proper officers there, and 
report of the amount so turned over made to 
District headquarters, specifying the names of 
all loyal owners and the amount of such pro- 
duce taken from them. All grain and hay 
found in such district after the 9th day of 
September next, not convenient to such sta- 
tions, will be destroyed. 

Ill. The provisions of General Orders No. 10 
from these headquarters will be at once vigor- 
ously executed by officers commanding ia the 
parts of the district, and at the stations, not 
subject to the operation of paragraph I. of this 
order—and especially im the towns of Inde- 
pendence, Westport and Kansas City. 

IV. Paragraph 3, General Order No. 10, is 
revoked asto all who have borne arms ag iinst 
the Government in this district since the 20th 
of August, 1863.

Hi. HANNANS, A. A. A. G. 


This order carries on its face the evidence 


that it was not conceived in any spirit 
of reckless disregard of the Union 
families dwelling within the _ desig- 
nated limits. If the removal of the 


disloyal population was judged necessary to 


prevent barboring bands of outlaws, every 
one will see that the real _ atrocity 
would have been to have driven 
off all who were in sympathy 


with them and left remaining onthe ground 
those favorable to the Union cause. That 
would have been to mark them out for swift 
destruction, to put aprice on their lives, to 
invite bloodiest reprisals. The horrible char- 
acter of that border feud was so fully recog- 
nized that no Union family would have remain- 
ed to bethus butchered. But Mr. Bingham 
says Quantrell and his band had left the State. 
This assertion is entirely gratuitous. How 
did he know that the guerrilla chief had left? 
Were bis relations with him so intimate that 
he could loeate him with precision, when all 
the Federal force was never able to fix his 
whereabouts foraday? Was Gen. Schofield, 
the commander of the department, advised 


that Quantrell had left? It seems not. And 
if he had, what was to prevent 
bis return at any instant, sweeping 


down along the border when his friends had 
been banished and these Union families were 
planted on the prairies,ticketed loyal, and left 
aprey? No Union commander could have 
had the heart to make a discrimination of that 
sort, for it would have been to their destruc- 
tion and not to their ease or comfort or gener- 
al welfare. When Mr. Bingham therefore 
says that the peculiar ‘‘atrocity’’ of this or- 
der consisted in removing the Union families, 
he not only does the grossest injustice to Gen, 
Ewing but he distorts both the character 
and effect of the order in question. Nor does 
his substitution of other language help out 
his case or relieve him from the imputation of 
wanton outrage upon the good nameof a 
commander acting under very trying circum- 
stances. He says: 


**You would have done more justice, both 
to myself and truth, had you quoted me 
fully. Isaid to you, as I say whenever I re- 
cite the atrocities of the infamous mandate, 
that its diabolical features were exhibited ia 
the fact that it was not directed against rebels 
or bushwhackers, nor against se persons 
charged with crime, but against all persons 
who were so unfortunate as to reside within 
the doomed district.’’ 

Now, if its * ‘diabolical features’’ consisted in 
its being directed against *‘‘all persons’’ who 
were so unfortunate as to reside within the 
doomed district,’’ whom, pray, would he have 
had exempted and permitted to remain if not 
the Union families? They would be the only 
ones left who were not.to use his own expres- 
sion, ‘‘rebel», bushwhackers, or persons 
charged with crime,.’? So that 
his last grouping differs 
essential feature from his 

roves that I quoted him correctly, and that 
ie holds the diabolical. features of that order 
to have consisted’ jn the fact that Union fami- 
lies were not left isolate to the mercies of 
Quantrell and his jike after the removal of 


him he could not 


—_—— 


tainly a harsh measure, only to be justified by 
very imperative reasons and under very pe- 
euliar circumstances. I have heard officers, 
both Union and Confederate, familiar with 
those border treubles, express themselves as 
justifying it. Newspapers likewise of the dis- 
trict, to which Mr. B. so confidently ee 
as sustaining his views, do not seem to be aill 
of one mind inthe matter. Thus the Inde- 
pendence Democrat, of a late date. published 
at the very center of the designated territory, 
commenting on the rehearsals of his recent 
letter, says: 

‘*But this is not history. It is simply the 
inspiration of the malignity of the man who 
wrote it. Whatare the facts? They are that 
the counties named inthe order were the re- 
cruiting, the foraging, the fighting and the 
hiding ground of Quantrell and his guerrilla 
bands. The war along the border of Kansas 
and Missouri, as every one is aware, assumed 
a particularly dark and bloody assect. There 
was no pretense of the mitigating features of 
civilization abowt it. It was always death to 
the vanquished. Whatever may be thought 
of Quantrell in other respects, his ability and 
ferocity cannot be doubted. He was as able 
to plan as he was terrible 
to execute. The Federal commanders 
could never firtd him when they wanted him, 
nor avoid him when they did not want him. 
The inhabitants of the counties that were his 
battle-ground were partly Northern and part- 
ly Southern in their sympathies, but whether 
Northern or Southern, they held their lives in 
their hands, and were as liable in the fierce 
and pitiless contest to become the prey and 
the vietims of one side as of the other. It was 
no piace for non-combatants. And the order 
that Mr. Bingham so purposely misrepresents 
and denounces with such a profusion of florid 
and gilded rhetoric was in reality a humane 
and beneficent order. It removed a great 
mass of women and children and grayheaded 
men {rom a struggle in which sooner or later 
they must have been sacrificed tothe fury of 
one party or the other.’’ 

Mr. Bingham has also cited what I had not 
seen before, the statement of Gen. Schofield, 
commanding the Department of Missouri at 
that time, declaring that this order ‘*was an 
act of wisdom, courage and humanity - by 
which the lives of hundreds of innocent peo- 
ple were saved and a disgraceful conflict 
brought to asummary close. Not a life was 
lost, nor any great discomfort inflicted in car- 
rying out the order. The necessities of allthe 
poor were provided for andnone were allowed 
to suffer.’’ Hedoes not even discriminate 
between the loyal and disloyal, but treats it 


strictly as a military measure. Mr. 
Bingham, with that suavity which 
80 distinguishes his utterance 


when any one differs from him, pronounces 
this ‘ta wicked, deliberate and even satanic 
falsehood.’’ I was not on terms of such 
friendship with Gen. Schofield when he com- 
manded in Missouri as Mr. Bingham, and can 
not, therefore, claim to be so good a judge of 
his character, but, nevertheless, I venture 
to leave this as an issue of veracity be- 
tween them, satisfied the people of Ohio 
will attach little credit to the clamor 
now raised against Gen. Ewing, when to give 
it any credit at all must imply that a Federal 
officer was ‘‘atrocious’’ and ‘‘diabolical’’ to- 
wards those Union people who were in sympa- 
thy with his command, for whom he publicly 
provides in his order, and against whom he 
could have had no possible motive to evince 
malignity. 

And now to tw@an tocnother subject. Mr. 
Binghan?s, like Iago, is **nothijng if not critic- 
al.’’? Having, therefore, blasted, as he con- 
ceives, the reputation of a fellow soldier who 
was in the field while he was in the Treasury, 
he turns to assail the character of a whiiom 
political comrade who was at the front when 
be was inthe rear. To do so he passes under 
his guns a number of detacbed sentences, iso- 
lated phrases, and single words taken, as he 


says, from my speeches ten or fifteen years 
ago. Whether they are correctly quoted or 
not I have neither time nor disposition 


toexamive. What I do know is that they are 
deliberately torn from the context and sand- 
wiched between arunning commentary of his 
own, which utterly falsifies their meaning. 
That some of them may have given exagger- 
ated form to ideas pertinent to those times 
may be very true, butif I said them let them 
stand tomy account. What do they signify 
when truly understood? Thus I am arraigned 
as false to my oath, because as a Senator 
sworn to support the Constitution I eriticise 
forcibly the condition of the Union before the 
war, or refer to the very glaring defects of our 
Government as an administrative machine. If 
I referred to the Union of the past as fraught 
with seeds of destruction, humiliation and 
disappointment, I think the present judg- 
ment of all parties would be that I was not 
far wrong. If I _ cited the extravagant 
expenditure, multiplied offices, frequent de- 
faications and an organized plunder ring en- 
titled the lobby, things not known under other 
systems, [ think lam fully borne out in the 
statements by the cry of reform which has 
gone abroad in all this land. Again, if I dared 
to differ from the administration of President 
Lincoln in regard to the freedom policies then 


coming so conspicuously to the front, 
it mav be _— said in gy 
that the President afterwards fully 


endorsed them, and the whole country has 
since given its adhesion and embodied them in 
its constitutional amendments. He was wise, 
perhaps, in waiting; but 1 was not unwise in 
advocating. Still again, if, in the acrimony 
which at one time existed between the pro- 
gressive and the reactionary elements in this 
State, I spoke harshly, feeling that the patron- 
age of the Administration was thrown into the 
wrong scale, Mr. Bingham ought not to com- 

lain, for he at least was in the right one. 


hese, I believe, are the specific expres- 
sions which seem most to move 
him. But when the _ artist leaves 
my language and paints a portait 


of me out of the fertility of his own invention 
I cannot recognize the likeness, especially 
when he puts me at the Titan task of razeeing 
the foundations of the Government and build- 
Ing one anew out ofa bayonet and a ballot. 
Mr. Sumner, I believe, characterized the bas- 
tard reorganization of Louisiana as one begot 
by the bayonet on the body of the 
people, but then we were both opposing 
its recognition. Mr. Bingham, if he pilfers 
the imagery, should at least not transpose 
characters. Inall seriousness, this farrago 
about overstepping constitutional limitations 
when the nation was in its mortal struggle of 
life or death is unworthy of being rehearsed 
at this late day. Idonot know of any such 
limitations that were transcended; if Mr. 
Bingham does, let him point them out, and it 
will be time enough to discuss the mor- 
alities when the facts are found. 

Mr. Bingham anoints himself with extreme 
unction in the matter of conciliation. Before 
he will reconcile himself to any one not alto- 
gether worthy he will suffer dissolution. -He 
declares that when he engaged to become re- 
conciled he did not mean it to apply to any 
rascal, and then with inimitable logic 
he sets down as rascals all with whom he is 
not reconciled. But his vanity misleads 
him. Itis not reconciliation at all which he 
affects, but propitiation; for the burnt offer- 
ing must be odorous, and the supplieation 
lowly. No one, however, has as yet asked 
him to become conciliated. He was. however, 
reminded that when he avowed a willingness 
to bury in oblivion the animosities of the war, 
he should have done so in all honor and sin- 
cerity, and not have reserved a selected list of 
grievances to gloat over in the dismal recesses 
of what he calls his heart. 

Mr. Bingham does not like my political rec- 
ord during the war. Indeed, a faint suspi- 
cion seems to have crossed his mind that §I 
may have acted from other impulses and 
convictions than those which actuated him, 
and therefore, as fitting background on which 
to pillory my characterjfor patriotism, he pro- 
ceeds to set forth the solemn pledge upon 
which he, as one of the high contracting par- 
ties, lent his sword to the Government, the 
other high contracting party, that the ‘‘war 
was not to be waged for any purpose 
of conquest or subjugation or interference 
with the domestic institutions of any of the 
States.’” Now, that condition being broken, 
his sword was left like the sword of Damo- 
cles, suspended high inair, and he s:ems, if 
any meaning can be attached to his arraign- 
ment, to hold me responsible for the defec- 
tion of his Government. Itistruehe fulflled 
his part of the agreement, for he did not con- 
_— anything and did not subdue «nything. 

ust how the seceded States were to 

brought back,even by so trenchant an Excali- 
bar as his, without any conquest or subjuga- 
tion, and just what war means when both are 
to be excluded, he does not disclose. Per- 
haps he reserves that to illustrate some great 
historical painting which is to be admired 
long after the rebellion shall be forgotten— 
but not till then. 

Now, I confess that I have noreverence for 
the solemn league and covenant under which 
Mr. Bingham shelters his loyalty. If that is 
not sufficiently explicit I will add that I dif- 
fered at the very tion of that 

most Union men, in_ this 
it nded and was its 
contest 


themselves in power and control of the Gov- 
ernment even at the expense of infringing the 
very prineiples of that equal liberty for ail 
men which had been vindicated at such 
tremendous sacrifice. They burnished up 
their statutes, elaborated their test oaths and 
made permanent their disfranchisements to 
that end. Then I refused to proceed. 
Believing that this nation could not dwell 
together in enduring harmony half free and 
half slave, I had striven earnestly and openly 
to eliminate the fatal disease from the system 
as opportunity offered. Convinced equally 
that no community could live at peace where 
suffrage was granted to the negroes, but 
denied to the white men or any portion of 
them, I did not hesitate to take the initiative 
here in my own State, to climb its hills and 
threadits valleys, to sunder many friendships 
and invite many animosities, and to peril my 
own political fortunes on the issue, that those 
might be restored to all their rights of citizen- 
ship who were kept under political disabili- 
ties for purely partisan purposes. 
It resulted in bringing peace to our whole 

eople —such a peace as no other slave State 

as enjoyed—and especially in delivering the 
Demoeracy of Missouri from a thraidom which 
they will not soon forget. Nor is my record 
open to any criticism of insincerity or betray- 
al in that behalf. My political ancestry was 
Democratic. Early iu life I had 
espoused the principles of Mr. 
Jefferson, and learned from him that Democ- 
racy meant freedom, not slavery. When the 
party began to divide, I went with those who 
thought likewise, and when the war came I 
was found in the Republican ranks because it 
was the party of freedom. KEven there, 
however, it was to the principle and 
not tothe party that my allegiance was given. 
But when that was achieved and the issues of 
slavery were no longer paramount, and do- 
mestic questions of administration, of finance, 
of revenue, came to be passed upon, 
when policies of military eontrol 
at elections were thrust before the people 
for endorsement, and when the infamous 
abuse of power culminated in the installation 
of a President never elected, by prostituting 
the judicial branch of the Government to 
partisan uses, then I could not 
be other than ab Democrat, even 
ifI would. Such, too, I have long avowed 
myself, making no apologies to Republican- 
ism for opposing its later status, asking no ab- 
solution of Democracy for having supported 


freedom rather than slavery, preferring 
no claims upon any political organiza- 
tion for services rendered in the 


past, but taking my place in the ranks, ready 
to contribute if I may to the restoration of 
pure Democratic principles to control in na- 
tional affairs, and zealous to promote the 
prosperity, development and moral elevation 
of our own great State. 

This controversy has extended -further, 
verhaps, than any general interest warrants. 
My former letter was written in view of state- 
ments made by Mr. Bingham in my 
presence which disproved, out of his 
own mouth, his whole arraignment of Gen. 
Ewing, and it seemed to me proper, in 
justice to that gentleman, they should be 
made known. In this communication it has 
been incumbent upon me, out of self-respect, 
to go further and correct his entire perversion 
of my own political history. I trust I have 
done so in all modesty and without offense to 
public taste, and here I propose to let the 
matter rest.

Prepar ations Being Made for a Thorough 
Examination. 


What the Mayor and Counselor Bell Have 
to Say About It. 


Mr. M. A. Susisky, once the Treasurer of St. 
Louis, has written a letter te the House of Dele- 
gates, in which he makes an appeal for assist- 
ance in prosecuting certain individuals who, 
he claims, swindled him out of large sums of 
money while he was ia office, and caused the 
defalcation of which he was convicted, and for 
which he has sent to the Penitentiary. In the 
course of 

HIS LETTER 

Mr. Susisky says: 

I believe it was in the year 1875, when in St. 
Louis,my attention was called by Judge UOlover 
to a heavy judgment entered against me by de- 
fault, whieh wasthen published in the news- 
papers of the city. No notice of any suit pend- 
ing against me was ever served, andl was 
taken quite by surprise; as, in cage notiee had 
been seryed on me, it would have given mean 
opportunity to bring matters into the courts. 
Ot this I now propose to speak. 

The judgment is over three times larger than 
the actual amount of the deficiency I am 
charged with on the Auditor’s books,as a large 
part of the deficiency was made up by mein 
delivering to the city cash, notes and claims, 
er by the payment of some of the securities. 

I have the fullest conviction that aman who, 
at that time, represented the interests of the 
city, acted under the influence of those men 
who persecuted me from tne tirst moment 
when I refused to comply with their infamous 


demands. If that man, Mr. —— McCarty, re- 
ally wanted to defend the interasts of 
the city of St. Louis, why aid he not 


call on me, when the whole city knew 
that I was anxious te help the city in recover- 
ing the money which a set of schemers had 
stolen from me. After being maae aware of 
this jadgment, I made an effort through Ru- 
do)ph Schulenburg to have the same reversed, 
but Judge Wickham retused to doit. When I 
wasin St. Louissome months ago, I had a con- 
versation with the present Comptroller and 
City Counselor, and both of these gentlemen 
seemed favorably inclined to bring suit against 
sowe of these men who robbed meandthe city. 

I request you, theretore, to pass a resolution 
instructing the proper authorities to bring suit 
against those peisons without delay. 


The letter goes on then to make certain spe- 
cific charges against certain individuals. He 
says he was robbed of $3.400 by one Edward 
Popper, who is now employed with Kohn & 
Co., brokers, on Third, between Olive and Lo- 
cust, and that noeffort was made to recover 
certain funds he had deposited with Wm. Bel- 
den, of New York. He also says he was 
swindled out of $5,000 by Prof. Axngust 
Waldauer, the well known musical director, 
and asks that suit be brought against him. 

Mr. Susisky’s letter was presented to the 
House of Delegates last night by Mr. Philip 
A. Meinberg, memoder trom the Fifth Ward. 
Inasmuch as Mr. Susisky’s charges areof a 
very grave eharacter, a PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter was sent out this morn- 
ing to find the ex-Treasurer 
and interview him or anybody else who knew 
anything about the subject. It will be remem- 


bered that Susisky was Treasurerin 1869 and 
1870. The detalcation took placein 1869. He 
had served one term previous to that. In 1870 
the city brought a suit against him for $150,- 
883 24 and got a judgment for $130,820 95. 


He had offsets tor some small sums and 
turned over a good many notes aud 
aeccou: ts. 


HIS BONDSMEN WERE 
Emil Preetorius,; Morris Lippman, Wm. Taus- 
sig and Jacob Hiemenz. These gentlemen of- 
fered to com} romise with the city. Mr. Nathau 
Cole was Mayor and Mayor Overstolz was 
President of the Council, Both these gentie 
men favored the compromise, and it was ac- 
complished by Preetorius, Lippman and 
Taussig together paying $45,000 
to the city, and Mr. Hiemenz paid $1,72v 70. 
Susisky pleaded guilty onthe condition, as he 
says, of receiving a pardon, from Mr. Brown, 
who was tben Governor. Hedid not, however, 


receive the pardon but went to 
the Penitentiary under a four 
feur’s sentence. In 1873, representations 


were nade te the effectshat he wasina dying 
condition, and, out Of sympathy, the City 
Council of St. Louis, @elading the president, 
Mr. Overstolz, signed a Pecition addressed to 
Gov. Woodson asking for wwreicase. The 
Governor complied, and Susisky was given his 
hberty. He returned to St. Louis, but was poor 
and despised and could get nothing 
todo. He had been a musician and was alsoa 
yrinter, but after failing to find employment 
eft the cityand of late has been living at 
Evansville, Ind., and has been trying torun a 
paper in his wife’s name. 

The reporter soon learned that Susisky was 
notinthe city andthen went downto 1505 
Jackson street to see Mr. Philip A. Meinberg, 
the gentleman who presented the Susisky let- 
ter to the Hlouse of Delegates last nixit.

Assignee Hacussler. 

The letter of Mr. A. Wiebusch to the meeting 
of the time depositors of the dofurct United 
States Savings and tne proceedings of the 
meeting itself have stirred up quite a breeze in 
financial circles. Comment is varied and ex- 
tensive on the matter, and the people g3ner- 
ally seem anxious to learn something more 
about it. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter sallied out in quest 
of information, and first hunted up 

MK. HAEUSSLER, 
the assignee of the bank. 

**‘What did you think of the depositors’ 
meeting last night, Mr. Haeussler?’’ 

‘*Well, sir, if any depositor wants to bring 
suit and will give security that I shall be held 
harmless, i'll bring allthe suits he wants. I 
don’t want §to lose any money. They can just 
as well suein October; andtnere is no usein 
suing now anybow. More money can 
be coaxed out than will be got on judgments. 
And as for resigning I can assure you I have no 
such intention.’’ 

**How did you come to take the assignee- 
ship?’’ 

*‘ Well, none of the heavier depositors would 
take it. They kept coming to me and offering 
to go on my bond, and finally I accepted.’’ 

‘*Is there much coming yet from the cashier, 
Mr. Kern?’’ 

‘*He ig not legally liable for mors than $12,- 
000, andof thatI hbavs security for $10,000. 
This amount Mr. Kern has Dut 
up to cover shortages by his 
friends, and as his triends now put up their 
balances he turns them over to me. 1am Mr. 
Kern’s triend, and as his friend I can make 
him pay every cent he owes. If I was as cer- 
tain ofeverybody paying up as Mr. Kern, the 
United States Savings would pay dollar tor dol- 
a." 

**How much will it pay?’’ 

‘*About sixty cents, Ithink.’’ 

‘*On the whole, what do you think ot the way 
matters stand now?’’ 

‘*Well, Kern’s bond for $30,000 is in my hands 
to cover any shortage of his. I personally 
have given bond for $400,000, and I am per- 
sonally good for whatI do myself. So thatthe 
depositors are reasonably certain of being 
honestly treated.’’

QUICK WORK. 


The Iron Mountain Railroad Changes 700 
Miles of Track in Six Hours. 


Pasrenger Trains to Run Into the Union 
Depot To-Morrow. 


One of the most remarkable feats ever ac- 
complished in railroading was performed to- 
day by the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southernina changeof gauge on 700 miles 
ofroad. Heretotore the gauge has been five 
feet. Since 12 o’clock last night it has been 
reduced to the standard width of four feet 
eight and a halfinches. Some six weeks ago 
the board of directors of the Iron Mountain 
adopted a resolution. providing for the change 

gauge, and immediately thereafter Mr. 
Thomas Allen, Shep sident of the company, 
gave the order tor thi work to be done. Active 
preparations were gun at once, under the 
direction of 

GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT A. W. SOPER. 

Extra men were emptoyed and all the 
shops began to run on e’.tratime. Every loco- 
motive and every car had to be cut down for 
the new gauge, and much of this had to be 
done beforehand so there would be no inter- 
ruption of business. The actual work of 
changing the track began last night 
at some points as soon as the midnight 
trains had passed. Over 3,000 men were 
employed for the occasion. The men were di- 
vided into squads, and each squad was put un- 
der the charge of a ‘‘boss.’ The ‘‘bosses 
were under the direction of the roadmasters, 
and the roadmasters were under the direction 
of 

THE DIVISION SUPERINTENDENT, 
the whole being under the general supervision 
of Mr. Soper. There are four di- 
visions of tve Iron Mountain Railroad, 
The Texas division, under the charge of,Mr. E. 
L. Dudley, is 145 miles in length ; the Arkan- 
sas division, underthe charge of Mr. A. E. 
Buchanan, is 180 miles in length; the Missouri 
division, unde: the chargs of Mr. D. Axtell, is 
196 miles in length, and the St. 
Louis division, under the chargeof Mr. J. J. 
Fry, is 172 miles in length. It will be 
seen by this that the work done to-dayjhas 
been like the performpances of an army, requir- 
ing the utmost system and promptness. 

A number ot sections were finished by six 
o’clock this morning, and by two o’clock this 
afternoon the whole vast work was accom- 
plished. Over 600 freight cars, sixty en- 
gines and ail the passenger coaches 
bave been cut down and are ready for the new 
gauge,and the regular business of the road 
was interfered with Only about six or seven 
hours. 

REGULAR TXAINS 
will start this atternoonand will arrive and 
depart as usual. Thecostofthe change will 
not fall short of $200,000. 

Tne change of gauge will be of infinite benefit 
as it will enable the cars 
ofthat road torun over the Texas roads a2 
well as all those of the East and North. On to- 
morrow the Iron Mountain passenger trains 
will run into the St. Louis Union Depot, 
and thus connect with all the 
other roads that cameintothe city. This will 
be a change at,which the people of St. Louis, 
as well as the traveling public, will rejoice, 
forthe inconvenience of the old Plum street 
depot has long been felt and complained of.

Several citizens 
of Glorcester sawit. At one time it was seen 
by the master of an Eastern coaster lying at 
ancher in the harbor of Gloucester. There it 
lay at rest on the surface of the water, very 
near his vesSel, with its head near the cable in 
front of the vessel and its tail extending be- 
yond the stern. The vessel was at least sixty 
feet, according to tonnage, and the animal 
not less than seventy-five or eighty. Some 
people saw the bunches; some did not. 
The Linnaen Society. of Boston, appointed 
a committee of eminent scientific gentlemen to 
collect evidence on the subject and draw upa 
report, giving in detail the depositions of nu- 
merous witnesses who saw the creature on 
shore or on sea. According to these the mon- 
ater was from eighty to ninety feet long, his 
head usually carried about two feet above wa- 
ter; ofa dark brown color: the body with 
thirty or more protuberances; motion 
very rapid; faster than that of a whale; swim- 
ming a mile inthree minutes and sometimes 
more, leaving a wake behind him; chasing 
mackerel, herring and other fish, 
which were seen jumping out of the water 
fifty atatime as he approached. He only 
came to the surface of the sea in calm and 
bright weather. A skillful gunner fired at 
him from a boat, and, having taken good aim, 
felt sure he must have hit him on the head; 
the creature turned toward him, then dived 
under the boat, and immediately reappeared 
on the other side at a distance of about a hun- 
dred yards. 

A SOMEWHAT CURIOUS INCIDENT 
occurred at the time the committee were con- 
cluding their report. Just where the animal 
was so often seen, in Gloucester Bay 
and near Cape Ann hear a cove, a 
snake was discovered and taken while aiming 
towards the bay. When moving slowly on 
the ground the motion was vertical, and it 
moved by contracting and then extending it- 
self. It had the power of expansion and con- 
traction mm a remarkable degree. When con- 
tracted it was scarcely two feet long, and there 
appeared bunches on the back; but when it 
was at rest and lying horizontally it was three 
feet and the bunches were hardly perceptible. 
The people who killed it sent it to Boston and 
it was carefully and scientifically examined. 
Its length was found to be two feet eleven 
iuches and a half, and, from a com- 
parison of the young of large 
lapd snakes and serpents with those of com- 
mon age and growth, it was estimated that the 
parent of this—if but a few weeks old—might 
be from one hundred to one hundred anda eight 
feet. All its peculiar characteristics seemed 
to render it probable in the minds of the ex- 
aminers that the small animal was the off- 
spring of the great sea monster. Twenty-four 
distinct bunches were noticed between the 
head and tail end of thé creature. The color 
was adeep brown, the belly a little lighter. 
The internal structure of the animal captured 
differed from that of other serpents. 

Among others who saw

of the deep was the Hon. T. H. Perkins, a 
respected and old Boston merchant, who ob- 
served the animal in Gioucester Bay, where 
also Mr. Mansfield and his wife, friends of 
Mr. Perkins, likewise noticed it. Mr. Per- 
kins counted fourteen projections, six feet 
apart, on the back; he also saw the body bent 
borizontally into the figure of the letters. It 
was a chocolate-brown color, the head flat 
and about a foot across. 

Mr. Cabot, another eminent Boston mer- 
‘chant, also saw the serpent, and gave an ac- 
eount of it to the distin- 
guished English scientist then traveling in 
America, Sir Charles Lyell. He was 
one of the thirty persons who saw the serpent 
swimming near the shore along the beach at 
Nahant, near Boston.

the fin or mane was perhaps twenty feet in the 
rear of the head, and visible occasionally. The 
upper part of the head and shoulders ap- 
peared of a dark brown color, and beneath the 
under jaw a brownish white. 

The first appearance of this famous creature 
of any considerable size on land was one cast 
upon the coast of Bermuda, in January, 1859. 
Two gentlemen walking on the beach of Hun- 
gary Bay heard a strange splashing and almost 
directly afterward saw a strange sea monster 
stranded on the shore and rapidly dying from 
exhaustion. It was bright and silvery in col- 
or, Without scales,and nearly twenty feet long.

WEATHERBRFORD, TEXAS, June 27.—A few 
weeks age we took occasion to speak of this 
thriving little town, and once more we write 
concerning one of the most promising cities of 
Northera Texas, ene whose agricultural sur- 
roundipgs make it pre-eminently a town to be 
sought after by the live man of business.

The Great Fur Land. 

‘*The Great Fur Land,’’ by H. M. Robinson, 
is a fresh and well-told narrative of iife in Terra 
Incognita. Terra Incognita is, perhaps bat- 
ter known as the Honorable Hudson Bay Com- 
pany’s territory, and few travelers have re- 
turned from its bourne to tell what they did 
and what they saw in the frozen North. Of 
the few who have come back to civilization, 
none as yet have had so interesting a story tu 
relate or told it so well as does the author, 

He positively revelsin the glacial. Imagine 
the cold, crisp snow glistening far away be- 
neath the arctic}moon and a return to con- 
sciousness from slumber to gaze on such a mid- 
night scene as this: 

Seated upon the hignest inverted sledge, 


with a look of utter dejection and 
overpowcring anguish of soul, sat 
the aged leader of a acket train, 


lifting up hts voice in a series of heart-rending 
howls in deep bass. Seatedintike manner at 
regular intervals about him, and forming a 
buge circle enclosing the camp, were the re- 
maining twenty-threo dogs. taking their cue 
from the leader, and joining the chorusin dis- 


mal tenor and rasping soprano. The weird 
melancholy otf that howling brought 
sense of utter loneliness 


and desolation. The echoes reverberated over 
the lake and died away in mournful wailing 
cadences on the night wind. The isolation 
seemed to deepen and become palpable. Above, 
the skv was spangled with such myriads ef stars 
as are Only seen in nortbern latitudes; around 
lay adreary waste of grayish white, empty, 
desolate and void of life; no sound save the 
dismal howling of the dogs, Soon, however, 


there was intermingled with it much 
heathen profanity and objurgation, de- 
livered in various tongues. The chorus 


had awakened the drivers ,who were endeavor- 
ing toquiet the dogs by imprecations, in order 
to avoid the necessity of rising and using the 
whip. ‘*Brandy! Brandy! sacre demon!’’ 
‘*Coffee, ye ould sinner, preu ‘garde!’’ 
‘*Chocolat, crapaudthat ye aire, Chocolat!’’

‘*Oh, Coffee! vou will catch it presently!’’ 


‘‘Capitaine! Mistatim!’’ ‘‘Brandy! ‘cre de- 
mon !’’ Then followed an outburst of 
profanity, anda a hasty, furious 


shout to the whole circle, resembling a call for 
mixed drinks, which has had no equal since 
the ‘‘openinz’’ of the first bar on the Pacific 
slope. 

For a wild ride over a foaming cataract ina 
birch bark canoe, read this. Anexciting epi- 
sode remarkably well toll: 


But if the rushing or breasting up a 
rapid is exciting, the operation of shooting 
them is doubly so. True, all the perpen- 
dicular falls haveto be ‘‘portaged,’’ and ina 
day’s journey of forty miles, troin twelve to 
fifteen portages have to be made.

He must know where to strike and how to dofit, 
the position of every rock and sweep of every 
drop of water, and the combinations 
which rock and water in relative positions as- 
sume. 

As the frail birch bark nears the rapid 
from above, allis quiet. One cannot see what 
is going On below the first rim of the rush, but 
tiny spirals of spray and the deafening roar ot 
falling water givea fair premonition ot what is 


to beexpected. The most skiliful vovageur 
sits on his heels in the bow of the canoe, 
the nevt best oarsman similarly 


placed inthe stern. The hand of the bowsman 
bx Lomes a living intelligence as, extenued be- 
hind him, it motions the steersman where to 
turnthecra‘t. The latter never takes bis eve 


of the cold nose of the leader intorms him that 
the right dogisin the wrong place. It is 
late, however, to rectify the mistake; 
the half-breeas are already off and 
the sound of their dire anathemas 
grews  tainter and fainter upon the 
ear. So the whip is mercilessiy applied and 
amid the yeils of the unhappy brutes, the 
sledge grinds slowly off through the trozen 
snow. 

But the memory of that mistake rankies in 
the lyeast of the eri and just when a 
steady pace + attained and 

ace seems to have returned 
tothe train, he suddenly countermarches in 
the harness, and prostrates the unoffending 
steer-dog at his post. The attack, too, is made 
with somuch suddenness and vigor that the 
wondering victim—who is perfectly contented 
with the change, having thereby won the 
easiest piace in the train—instantly capitu- 
lates, and ‘‘turns a turtle’’ in his traces. 
The trouble might end here, 
but for the fact that the unlooked for assault is 
generally accompanied by a flank movement 
on the part of the two middle dogs, who, when 
there is any figiting lying around, are pretty 
sure te have a tooth inontheir own account. 
And having no partieular grudge to take out, 
but only mad on general _ principles, 
they are equally iudifferent in 
attackingthe head of the rear dog or the tail 
ofthe onein front. This condition of things 
naturally leads to fearful confusion in the 
train. They ang 4 on one another, they tangle 
their tracesand back-bands and collar-straps, 
into inextricable knots and interlacings, which 
beffie the stiffened fingers ot the angry traveler 
to unravel.Frequently they roll themselves into 
one huge ball, presenting the appearance of a 
hydra-headed dog with mulitudinous legs and 
innumerable tails. The rapid application of 
the whip only seems to make maiters worse, 
conveying the idea to euch infuriated deg tnat 
he is being badly bitten by an unknown an- 
tagonist.

Gustave Dore at Work. 

Iuey H. Hooper, inthe June number of the 
Art Journal, gives a very interesting account 
ef the studio of the great master and some of 
his latest works: The studio of Gustave Dore 
ig as peculiar as is his talent. Other artists 
paint amid a wilderness of bric-a-brac, cos- 
tumes ard picturesque accessories of every 
kind. Thatof Escosura isa regular museum, 
where the visitor is torced to pick his way 
amid piles of tapestries, fragments of old fur- 
niture, splendidly bound books, old dresses,old 
aimor and other ojects. The vast and splendid 
studio of Detaille, into which a horse can easily 
be led, is full of uniforms, helmets and 
wenpens, and is garnished with models of 
beads tor the accommodation of all kinds of 
military head-gear. That of Cabanel has the 
air of an elegant salon—uan effect to which the 
graceful and courtly occupant, ip his black 
velvet coat, adds finish and importance. The 
studio of Dere, like that of Detaille,is on the 
eround floor, andisa vast apartment, parti- 
yioned off with temporary screens. No antique 
cabinets, gold-embroidered stuffs or choice 
porcelain are visible in any corner. The walls 
are covered with gigantic canvases that reach 
from floor tocetling. A large table placed in 
the center of the room shows a wilderness of 
brushes of all sizes, shapes and dimensions, 


rare old prints, engravings and drawings, of 
which the Baron Edmund de Rothschild was a 
large purchaser. An exceptionally fine proof 
ot Durer’s ‘‘St. Jeromein his Cell’’ sold tor 
$425, the ‘*Melancholia’’ fur $263, and the

the competition for the Victor Emanuel mo ‘u- 
ment at Turin, against fifty-four other artl cs.

Doric columns with symbolical figures, and 
the King stands bareheaded upon a carpet 
bearing an inscription, the arms of Rome, and 
the date 1870. 


In Rome, a few weeks ago, while some work- 
men were excavating for the foundation ofa 
building near the new Via Nazionale, they 
found én antique statue which is described as 
magnificent. The head was missing. but the 
drapery indicated it to be a representation ofa 
Greek philosopher or orator. Old coins wore 
found in the same place. 


Next year,at the celebration of the fiftieth an- 
niversary of Belgian independence, it is pro- 
posed to erect, on one ef the heights of the 
neighborhood of Brussels, whata Belgian pa- 
per calls ‘‘a huge Pantheon, after the style of 
Westminster Abbey, to contain the portraits 
and statues ofthe great men, statesmen, Gen- 
erals, artists, writers and pbilanthropists’’ 
of that country.

A Madonna 
and Child, with two angsis, painted by 
Francia, the master of Raphael, sold for $1,390, 
andapicture of the Virgin rising from the 
tomb, attributed to Fra Angelico, went for 
$760. Noteia also made of a small engraved 
picture of Dante, by Jerome, which brought 
$2,675.
